Work will be started at once and

NEW HAVEN COUNCIL BRINGS UP MATTER 


OF ANNEXATION WITH CONNELLSVILLE. 


Discusses the Taking in of Greenwood and Joining This City—Warning Is 


Sounded in Regard to Mining Coal Beneath Streets of Town. 


Two important subject-! wero pre- 


sented nt the monthly meeting oC the 
Town Council o£ New Haven last 
night, John Dilggan preFentlng; In a 
brief but emphatic manner the method 
of annexation of tlio town with that 
of Connollsvllle and tho taking in, of 
Greeuwood, and Solomon Leploy call- 
ing attention to tho great damage that 
may result from tho taking out of coal 
beneath streets and iilleyt' by thu liing 
Coal & Sand Company and other com- 
panies mining in the northern nectioa 
of the town. 


Finances, principally concerned the 


members, but at an opportune time 
Mir. Duggan presented his views which 
he and other members considered per- 
tinent In view of tho financial condi- 
tion of the borough. 
Tlio floating of 


a bond issue was the uppermost sub- 
ject In tho minds of th" Councilmon, 
who wore o£ tho opinion that If the 
indebtedness of the town could be cut 
down, ami a bond issuo <-t about $8,000 
made, there would be a largo sum of 
money saved thureby. 


During these financial discussions 


Jlr. Duggan Introduced'his Ideas of 
annexation. He said tint ho had con- 
sulted an attorney and found, that In 
tho event ot nnuoxatlou, that It would 


be practicablo to make two wards out 
of Now Havon, annexing a portion of 
Greenwood. 
He said that nppllcatlon 


hud been mnda for'a State road from 
tho top of Now Haven hill to Lelson- 
rlng No. 2, and that the only remedy 
that was in sight was to pavo It. 
It 


was Impossible for Now Haven In its 
impoverished financial 
condition to 


consider thin improvement to tho main 
artery of the town, but with Connolls- 
vllle anuoxed It would bo hut a small 
mutter. 
In the event of annexation,
